The ac
count reads: “Whereas we see and for
some time have seen the decline and
depreciation of the loose wampum,
among which is fonnd much vnplerced
and only half Anished, made of stone,
glass, bone, shells, horn — nay, even of
waond and broken—therefore we have
resolved that henceforth no loose wam-
pum shall be current unless strung up-
on a wire, Trade wampum shall pass
as good pay as heretofore at the rate
of six white or three black beads for
1 stiver (2 cents). Done, resolved and
decided this 80th of May, 1850, at our
